ALBANY — When Wil- 
liam Haden becomes Al- 
bany’s new city adminis- 
trator, he will be hampered 
by a city charter which does 
not allow him to hire andfire 
his employees — powers 
considered normal for city 
managers in most cities.

Albany gets third dimension 
view of proposed waterfront

ALBANY — Albany’s 
proposed waterfront ac- 
wired a third dimension, 
is week, as a group of UC 
students completed a model 
of the Municipal Marina. 
The large-scale model was 
presented to the city, along 
with a 50-page book detail- 
ing suggestions for the de- 
velopment of the project. 
“This, for the students, 
was a ‘design exercise’ ”’, 
Robert Guletz, Albany’s 
Public Works Director, said 
today. “‘And it is not in- 
tended to be a concrete con- 
struction plan, but simply a 
series of ideas on what can 
be done with the Marina. 
“I contaeted one of the 
students who had made a 
study of the Middte School 
Park master plan last year 
— Mike Armstrong. Mike is 
a planning major in the col- 
lege of Environmental de- 
sign at UC. We asked him 
and his group to undertake a 
study of the Albany Marina. 
“The request was ap- 
proved by the Dean of Land- 
scape Architecture, and two 
classes — Landscape Ar- 
chitecture 199 and Architec- 
ture 197 were assigned to the 
design exercise. Six stu- 
dents were involved, 
primarily —four architects, 
one landscape architect, 
and one planner. Armstrong 
handled the latter job. 
“The City of Albany ag- 
reed to buy all materials 
needed for the visualization. 


“This plan looks at the 
ssibilities, as I’ve said — 
ust what could be done — 
ut it has not been officially 
adopted, as has the master 
lan which served as the 
asis for the design exer- 
cise.” 
The master-plan to which 


Guletz referred was de- 


veloped by the Albany 
Waterfront Committee. The 


first phase of the elaborate 
marina will cost an esti- 
mated $10 million, accord- 
ing to Ray Redel, chairman 
of the waterfront board. 

Commenting on the pro- 
He shortly after the council 
ormally adopted the plan, 
Redel admitted that ‘‘the 
present landfill is ghastly — 
some refer to it as the eye- 
sore of beautiful San Fran- 
cisco Bay. 

“However,” he added, 
“we now have a plan that 
will beautify the entire area. 


Certainly, there are prob- 
lems. Big ones. But none 
that cannot be solved.”

To contest the assessor’s 
full value most effectively, 
Bennett advised property 
owners to learn the market 
values of comparable prop- 
erties in their respective 
neighborhoods.

iss Mead feels the need 
for a restructuring of 
American society to keep 
the old and the not-so-old 
together, saying in the 
magazine, ‘‘If there is a 
separation of old people 
from family life, there is 
mhgedy for both young and 
old.” 


Miss Mead herself began 
preparing for her present 
old age of 75 when she was 


24. “I went to work at the 
Museum of Natural His- 
tory ... I saw a dodderin

the corridors, and I asked 
‘What is he doing here?’ i 


discovered that at the 
Museum they keep you 
until you die. And so I de- 
cided to stay right there.” 

From her post at the 
Museum, she has surveyed 
the situation of, the elderly 
in America: ‘‘. . . the poor 
ones,’’ she comments in 
the interview, ‘‘are 
stacked away in nursing 
homes . . . ‘warehouses for 
the old.’ The more affluent 
move into golden ghettos 
or go to Florida, but they 
too are segregated and 
lonely.” 


State's gasoline consumption 
nears billion-gallon mark 


SACRAMENTO — Soar- 
ing ever closer to_a billion- 
gallon month, Californians 
used more gasoline in June 
than in any previous month. 

William M. Bennett, 
chairman, State Board of 
Equalization, announced 
today that a record 988.5 
million gallons of gasoline 
distributed during that 
month came within 11.5 
million gallons of the billion 
mark. Since June was up by 
almost 24 million gallons 
over May, it is likely that 
California motorists will 
pass the billion figure some- 
time this summer, if they 
haven’t already. ze 
. Bennett said that June 


allonage was 2.4 percent 

gher than in May and a 
hefty 6.3 percent higher 
than for June, 1976. 

Gasoline distribution data 
show taxable sales by dis- 
tributors to retail outlets, 
brokers, and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im- 
porters, and wholesale dis- 
tributors pay 7-cents-per- 
gallon tax on their distribu- 
tion to retailers. The State 
Board of Equalization ad- 
ministers that fuel tax. 

Bennett said that Califor- 
nia’s June revenue from 
that tax was $69.1 million up 
$1.6 million from May, but 
$4.1 million higher than in 
June, 1976. .

The official label of the 
experimental system 
sounds forbidding. It’s a 
hypolimnetic aeration and 


q nutrient removal system. 


This means that oxygen is 
bubbled into the 
hypolimnion, the cold lower 
layer of water that usually 
develops in March and lasts 
through October. The 
oxygen in that layer is 
gradually used up, forcing 
trout into the warm upper 
layer where they don’t do as 
well. Formerly, the 
warm-water conditions 
forced Fish and Game to 
stop trout planting at 
Lafayette in late summer, 
and trout fishing slowed. 
Now, it should be excellent 
all year. 

utrient removal means 
two application of alum 
every three years or so, to 
settle oe pheehorone and 
other food elements that 
foster algae blooms in 
drinking water. 

Algae tend to add an 
off-taste to water which is 
difficult to eliminate by 
processing. 

Because stratification — 
the warm and cold layering 
of water in reservoirs — 
usually occurs only in 
summer, operation of the 
system won't be necessary 
the rest of the year. 

The district’s earlier 
less-sophisticated aeration 
system tended to mix the 
two layers.

community groups, (4) lack 
of accurate information 
‘improperly and in- 
adequately disseminated” 
(5) lack of a communit 
plan on priorities, (6) alac 
of resources and the ab- 
sence of communication be- 
tween various interest 
groups, (this, after denying 


the existence of such 
groups). 

One statement (among 
others) which needs clarifi- 
cation is, ‘The fact that 
there is a lack of community 
involvement and informa- 
tion indicates that the un- 
derlying contradiction is 
such that the socialization 
process leaves most people 
unable and willing to be in- 
volved in group-level dis- 
cussions. This contradiction 
is illustrated by the fact that 
a well-publicized town 
meeting dealing with the fu- 
ture of Albany is attended 
by a small percentage of the 
total population of the 
Icity.”’ 

Those who met in ‘‘Town 
Meeting”’ discussed the lack 
of community pressure on 
city officials and the use of 
private property for com- 
munity projects such as a 
bike trail on Albany hill. The 
children in attendance were 
credited with such ideas as 
digging wells and bringing 
up icebergs to supplement 
the water supply and to 
wear their clothes longer 
without washing to alleviate 
the water shortage.

Safeguarding home 
during ‘fire season’ 


BERKELEY, 
Thousands of California re- 
sidents are worried again 
this year about the threat of 
fire damage. Whether your 
home is in a residential or 
forested area, the first thing 
to keep in mind, according 
to Robert J. Laacke, 
Cooperative Extension 

forestry specialist, is* that 
there can be no fire without 
fuel. Put in another way, 
remove the fuel and he re- 
move the fire hazard. 

Don’t allow trees or brush 
to grow too close-to build- 
ings, says the University of 
California scientist. 
them at least 6 feet away. 
Not only are they a fire 
hazard themselves, but 
their leaves and fire- 
catching debris accumulate 
in gutters.

Be sure to trim off lower 
branches from tail trees’so 
that they are about 10 feet 
above lower growing plants. 
This will prevent a ground 
fire from reaching treetops. 

If your roof needs replac- 
ing, you can save money and 
reduce fire hazard at the 
same time by choosing as- 
phalt shingles or a roof of 
asphalt and rock, Laacke 
says. These are less flam- 
mable than wood shake and 
shingle roofs. 

Even after you have taken 
all the precautions you can, 
your home may still be in 
danger if the homeowners 
around you haven’t also 
taken preventive steps. You 
may have to take positive 
action such as suggestin; 
and sharing the cost o 
bulldozing brush from 
around your homes, says 
Laacke. 

He also advises getting 
acquainted with local fire 
ordinances and city and 
county fire departments. 
They can provide answers 
to any questions you might 
have. Additional informa- 
tion can also be obtained 
_from the California Division 
of Forestry, the U.S. Forest 
Service, and Cooperative 
Extension,’ University of 
California.
